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INTRODUCTION 


IN had its origin 
in Eden, and its 
first blow brought everlasting destruc- 
tion to the garden, made havoc of 
the human family, abolished holiness and 
heaped upon the future’ generations 
mountains of trouble, oceans of sorrows, 
pains, sickness, and heartaches almost, 
and oftentimes altogether, unbearable. Af- 
ter thousands of years of freely reigning, 
and we might say supremely reigning, 
sin has not lightened its hand, but still 
strikes the same destructive blows and 
even in a more wholesale way than in its 
early existence. 
WHAT SIN HAS DONE 
There is nothing horrible or destruc- 
tive that sin has not accomplished. It 
was sin that prompted Cain to slay his 
innocent brother and afterward exclaim, 
“My punishment is greater than I can 
bear.” It was sin that had exalted Nebu- 
chadnezzar when he walked into his 
palace boasting of his power and majesty, 
and the voice of God fell from Heaven 
declaring that his kingdom was departed 
from him and his dwelling would be with 
the beasts of the field, and that he should 
be wet the dew of heaven and eat grass 
like an ox. Sin was to blame for the ap- 
pearing of the man’s hand that wrote 
upon the wall the fate of Belshazzar and 
placed him in the balances where he was 
found wanting. It was sin that stood 
Haman on the gallows where he met a 
traitor’s death. It was sin that brought 
down upon Achan and his family that 
shower of stones that sent them to a 
shameful death. It was sin that sent the 
flood waters upon the antediluvian 
world and brought destruction to an un- 
believing generation. It was sin that sunk 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah into 
the burning flames of destruction, and 
many other tragic scenes has the Bible 
pictured as a result of sin, besides the 
thousands of horrible things that we 
have no record of. 
WHAT SIN IS DOING 
An accurate estimate could not possi- 
bly be made of the damage sin is doing 
for the world today. Even the horrible 
things that come under our own obser- 
vation are so numerous that we could 
hardly number and remember them, say- 
ing nothing of the secret crimes of an 
underworld. Even in our small cities if it 
were possible that one could see the 
crimes committed in one night as God

sees them, we could hardly believe our 
own eyes: robbery, stealing, murder, ly- 
ing, husbands and wives betraying each 
other, and oh my Lord, so many other 
crimes too numerous to mention. Did 
you ever tune in on the police calls of 
a great city? One crime right after an- 
other, a robbery here, and a murder 
there, just as fast as they can come over 
the wire. These are just the sins that 
are known. Oh, what a black world on 
the inside. In one of our small Kentucky 
cities a taxi driver took a man and wo- 
man to a place of crime and on their ar- 
rival they found that their companions 
had likewise fallen in love with each 
other and were at the same place of 
crime. The sin of-all four had found 
them out and there like to have been a 
young war. 

Sin is blighting and ruining many 
beautiful and promising youthful lives. 
Boys and girls at an early age almost 
unbelieveable are being led to partake of 
the lewd sins of a modern world and “re 
becoming criminals long before they 
reach man and womanhood. Yes, we are 
indeed living in the days of the fulfitt- 
ment of Paul’s prophecy where he said 
children would be disobedient to parents, 
but I think the greater trouble lays in 
the corruptness of modern parents. The 
average parents allow their offsprings 
too much privilege. They are allowed t» 
go to every place of worldly amusement 
with the hope of getting them into mod- 
ern society which is in its self a hell 
trap, and then when the child is fastened 
in the trap of crime a howling cry 1s 
made and I am so sorry that some of our 
Church of God parents are guilty of this 
sin. 

Sin is not confined to work only among 
its own, but is in every deceitful, imagin- 
able way making inroads into the church- 
es. Some of the leading religious organt- 
zations of the world one time had great 
power and favor with God, they preached 
the old time gospel with power as far as 
they understood it and went to an altar 
of prayer where they wept and repented 
bitterly of their sins until God forgave 
and then arose with the shout of victory 
in their soul, and they would today have 
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been enjoying the 
very thing we areif 
they had barred sin 
from their ranks, but 
little by little the standard was lowered. 
No one personally, in particular, was re- 
sponsible, but everywhere a gap was let 
down sin entered. When sin is once 
planted it is like Johnson grass—it is 
hard to ever kill out of a great field; or 
probably more like a wild fire on a dry 
windy day on a grassy  prairie—about 
the only thing you can do is to let it 
burn through. But then there is nothing 
left. 

Sin makes its way into the churches 
through the channels of envy, strife, 
jealousy, filthy lucre, society and yield- 
ing to the fleshly desires of being like 
other people and indeed today the line 
between some religious bodies and the 
world is so dim that one can hardly de 
tect where to place it. The thing that I 
fear most for the Church of God today 
is that we too may be cast up on the 
same shore. We don’t need to see how 
close to the world and society we ean 
live without falling into sin, but rather, 
how far away from danger we can drive. 

WHAT SIN WILL DO 

What sin is now doing is terrible, but 
the worst is what sin will do. Indeed the 
picture of sin in the life of the living 
is terrifying, but how will they look in 
the white light of God’s judgment when 
every secret sin will be brought to light, 
when the high and the low, the rich and 
poor, the bond and free, the moral anu 
great sinner are all alike gathered at tie 
great pay-bars of sin and receive the 
wages that sin pays off in, which is 
death? Rom. 6:23. The scene will be be- 
yond description. 


At Christ’s coming we get a picture 
of how sin will separate life-long friends. 
I tell you, in that night there shall ne 
two men in one bed, the one _ shall be 
taken and the other left; two women 
shall be grinding together, the one shal) 
be taken and the other left; two men 
shall be in the field, the one shall be 
taken and the other left. And then we 
get another glimpse of the horror of stn 
in the separation of friends when the Son 
of man shall come in His glory and all 
the holy angels with Him, then shall He 
sit upon the throne of His glory, ana 
before Him shall be gathered all nations, 
and He shall separate them one from an- 
other as a shepherd divideth his sheep

EXPLANATION CONCERNING 
OBITUARIES 

To date we have received four com- 
plaints concerning the discontinuation of 
publishing notices of obituaries. We have, 
however, received many letters of com- 
mendation from some of our leading over- 
seers, ministers and laity in general. We 
decided to do this after consulting a 
number of our leading ministers and 
especially knowing that there has been 
quite a number of our most successful 
ministers embarrassed by the presence 
of these in the paper for now _ several 
years, in that many of the obituaries 
were not of Church of God people, some 
were members of other churches and 
sometimes backsliders who had lived any- 
thing else besides a Christian life, and 
in some cases they were not only sinners, 
but tobacco users. Our ministers having 
preached so hard against such has re- 
sulted in very injurious criticism in some 
places. 

With such a large death list in the pa- 
per regularly, with us preaching divine 
healing and supposed to trust God for the 
healing of our bodies, has also resulted 
in some severe criticism. With a growing 
church membership the ratio of obitu- 
aries would naturally increase whicn 
would have eventually crowded other ar- 
ticles or other writings out of the paper. 
Then again, no other church paper pub- 
lishes them and to purify the paper from 
unjust criticism we thought it was best 
to discontinue them. We had no idea in 
cutting out anything that would be a 
blessing to our people. 

Some one asked about printing mints- 
ters’ obituaries. We never have thought 
that a mere obituary was sufficient tn 
the death of a minister. He should have 
a general comment written either by his 
state overseer or some brother minister 
as to his years of service, success ana 


general standing within the Church. 

Now we are not going: to say that we 
won’t continue to publish the obituaries 
if the church public just demands them.We 
have only acted conscientiously in tne 
matter, but if we must continue to pup- 
lish them, in order to satisfy some, we 
will have to insist that an obituary be en- 
dorsed by the pastor of the local churen 
before it is published.

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Feet Washing a New “Gestament Ordinance

INTRODUCTION 


Dear reader, owing to the fact that 
there is such a confusion and misunder- 
standing regarding the teaching and prac- 
tice of Jesus as recorded in John 13:4- 
18, I wish to give this due consideration 
in the columns of the Evangel, trusting 
that all who may read these few lines 
will be enlightened as to the truth re- 
garding same. 


WHAT MUST WE OBSERVE? 

First, we will notice the scripture as 
recorded in Matt, 28:19, 20, “Go ye there 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; Teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you: and, lo, I 
am with you alway even unto the end 
of the world. Amen.” The apostles and 
disciples were commanded to teach all 
nations to observe all things. One of the 
“all things” was the teaching and exam- 
ple of Jesus as recorded in John 13; 
namely, feet washing. 

We show our love to God and His 
cause by obeying Him. In John 14:15 Je- 
sus said, “If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments.” In V. 21 He says, “He that 
hath my commandments, and _ keepeth 
them, he it is that loveth me.” In verses 
23, 24 Jesus said, “If a man love me, he 
will keep my words,” also, “he that lov- 
eth me not keepeth not my sayings.” 
The thirteenth chapter of John from the 
8th verse to the 17th verse, with the ex- 
ception of the 9th and 11th verses, are 
the words and sayings of Jesus, hence, if 
we love Him we will observe and obey 
His teachings. In John 15:14 Jesus said, 
“Ye are my friends if ye do whatsoever 
I command you.” We prove what we are 
by not keeping His commandments. In 
John 14:24 Jesus said, “He that loveth 
me not keepeth not my sayings.” The 
scripture teaches us in 1 John 2:4 that, 
“He that saith, I know him, and keepeth 
not His commandments, is a liar, and the 
truth is not in him.” Jesus always spoke 
the truth and in St. John 13 we find some 
of it. We must observe feet washing as 
one of the “all things” Jesus taught. It 
is His command. It is an example for us 
to follow, teaching humility. If we know 
Him, if we obey Him, if we love Him, 
we will observe and do as He did and 
as He taught His disciples to do. 

SHOULD and OUGHT and THEIR 

MEANING 

Webster says ought means to owe, be 
obliged, be indebted. Note example of its 
use. In 1 John 2:6 we read, “He that 


saith he abideth in him OUGHT himself 
also so to walk, even as he walked.” 
Here we notice the word “ought” denot- 
ing our obligation to Him who set the 
example in John 13. 

Webster says should also denotes obli- 


gation or duty. For example we read 1 
John 3:21, “And this is his command- 
ment that we SHOULD believe on the 
name of His Son Jesus Christ.” It is ab- 
solutely necessary that we should believe 
on the name of the Son of God, thus de- 
noting the significance of the word 
“should” as recorded in St. John 13. 
THE ORDINANCE 

Feet washing is an ordinance of the 
New Testament and it was instituted by 
Jesus Christ. We notice in St. John 13:4, 
“He rjseth from supper, and laid 
aside his garments; and took a towel, 
and girded himself.” Thus arranging for 
the institution of the ordinance. V. 5, 
“After that he poureth water into a 
basin, and began to wash the disciples’ 
feet, and to wipe them with the towel 
wherewith he was girded.” In the New 
Testament ordinance we wash one anoth- 
er’s feet. John 13:14. “If I then, your 
Lord and Master, have washed your feet; 
ye also OUGHT to wash one another's 
feet.” V. 15, “For I have given you an 
example, that ye SHOULD do as I have 
done to you.” He was introducing a 
New Testament ordinance being put in- 
to practice for the first time, and nel- 
ther was it introduced because of the 
disciples having unclean feet. If so, 
they would have been washed before the 
feast. He was setting an example which 
He expects us to carry out throughout 
the entire dispensation of grace. 


He says, “If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet; ye also 
ought to wash one anothers’ feet.” Let us 
practice what we preach. Records show 
this was practiced by the early Church 
as we will note later Paul’s instruction 
to Timothy. 


In design, in the custom they received 
a literal benefit; namely, cleanliness. 
Gen. 18:4. In the New Testament ordi- 
nance we receive a SPIRITUAL benefit; 
namely, happiness, or a glad heart. Jonn 
13:17. “If ye know these things, happy are 
ye if ye do them.” Dear reader, no platn- 
er truth could ever be written than tiie 
words of Jesus-in John 13. I ask, When 
you wash your own feet to get them 
clean, does it make you happy? No. 


I do not wish to appear dogmatic, but 
in Peter’s case Jesus made feet washing 
a test of fellowship. John 13:8. Jesus said, 
“If I wash thee not, thou hast no part 
with me.” Peter became concerned about 
being disfellowshipped, so he said in V. 
9, “Lord, not my feet only, but also my 
hands and my head.” Seemingly he was 
now willing to take a bath. Dear reader, 
will you become as willing as Peter the 
apostle? or will you like Peter accept tne 
New Testament ordinance of feet wash- 
ing? In V. 10 Jesus saith to him, “He 
that is washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit: and ye 


are clean, but not all.” V. 11, “For he 
knew who should betray him.” Therefore 
said He, “Ye are not all clean.” (Mof- 
fatt’s Trans.) V. 10, Jesus said, “He who 
has bathed only needs to have his feet 
washed: (Note the next two clauses) He 
is clean all over. AND YOU ARE 
CLEAN.” “But not all of you.” He did 
not mean all of Peter’s body for He has 
already stated, “And you are clean.” Oh, 
consistency, thou art a jewel. He knew 
the traitor that is why He said, YOU 
ARE NOT ALL CLEAN. 


Dear reader, this mighty truth is seal- 
ed with the blood of the immaculate Son 
of God who died to make the Testament 
of force regarding feet washing as much 
as any Other New Testament principie. 
Jesus set this principle in the Church 
just as much as He did the ordinance of 
ithe Sacrament. Feet washing was made a 
condition in the Church upon which 
widows were counted worthy for support. 
Note 1 Tim, 5:9, 10. “Let not a widow 
be taken into the number under three- 
score years old, having been the wife of 
one man, well reported of for good 
works; if she have brought up children, 
if she have lodgéd strangers, if she have 
washed the SAINTS’ FEET, if she have 
relieved the afflicted, if she have diligent- 
ly followed every good work.” If this 
does not plainly teach that the early 
Church, as the record shows, observed 
the ordinance of feet washing, pray tell 
me the scripture that shows that the 
early Church did not observe the ordi- 
nance of feet washing, then I will give 
up. 

I fancy I can hear some one say, Well, 
did not Paul say in 1 Cor. 11:23, For I 
received of the Lord that which also I 
delivered unto you? Then the apostle in- 
structs the Church at Corinth regarding 
the Lord’s Supper. The opposer of feet 
washing will say, Paul did not receive 
or practice the ordinance as in John 13, 
because he said in the above verse that 
he had delivered unto the Corinthian 
church that which he had received of the 
Lord and Paul did not mention feet wasn- 
ing. Dear reader, do you suppose that in 
that statement Paul meant to eliminate 
every Bible doctrine and ordinance? I 
wish to state, He did not. Let’s nottce 
a scripture in comparison, 1 Cor. 1:17, 
“For Christ sent me not to baptize but 
to preach the gospel.” Do you think that 
Paul did not believe in water baptism? 
No, of course we believe he taught and 
practiced water baptism according to the 
scriptures. Was it not the same Paul 
who wrote 1 Cor. 11:23 that wrote 1 Tim. 
5:9, 10? 

Mr. Preacher, you may beguile  un- 
stable souls with error but you cannot 
tell God that He does not mean what He 
says. There is enough scriptural proof in 
this article to convince the most un- 


learned that the hypothesis which is 
promulgated by men who will not take 
the truth regarding the subject of feet 
washing is greatly in error. The follow- 
ing teachings which we so often hear;

I came forth and started and soon 
I was feeling fine. The Lord surely did 
bless us. The saints would shout awhile 
and then they would cry. Well, I will say 
there were some of the humblest people 
I ever saw. 

After service there was a place prepar- 
ed for me to sleep. Soon I was at rest. 
Early the next morning the saints gatn- 
ered in to talk to me and stayed until 
the trucx came for me to go back tu 
Rock Sound church. A number of them 
came part of the way on the truck and 
walked back. Some came on to Rock 
Sound and stayed over there until I left. 

We got there that night for service. 
This was New Year’s Eve. We had watch 
‘service and oh, how the good Lord did 
bless us. We left the church about one 
o’clock. There was a good bed fixed foi 
me to sleep near the church at Sister 
Grant’s home but the sandflies and m)2s- 
quitoes were bad. Some suggested that 1 
go to the boat to sleep so I would not be 
bothered with them. I did and_ rested 
fine. Brother Robert, the captain of the 
boat, was with me at service that night, 
also Brother Key who worked on the boat 
and Brother Neely and they were so good 
to me.

other folks came to the water’s edge an‘ 
began to sing some good songs. Oh, the 
glory filled my soul! I left them witn 
tears in my eyes and yet the glory filled 
my soul. As far as we could hear them 
they were singing and as far as we could 
see them they were waving their hand- 
kerchiefs.

These people are 
as hungry for the Gospel as any peopie 
I have ever seen. They are poor and do 
not have as much money as the peopie 
do in the States, but say, there are some 
of the humblest folks you could find in 
the world.

Say, you people that have 
good clothes to wear, and good things to 
eat, and good jobs, stop and praise the 
Lord for it. Here we have people that get 
one shilling a day and that is only twen- 
ty-four cents in this money; only seven- 
teen cents in your money, that is, Ameri- 
can money. 


Oh, dear saints, let us do all we can for 
the Mission work. If you can’t go you 
can send in a little money each month 
for the ones that do go and say, don’t 
forget to pray for the Mission workers 
and drop them a card or a letter often. 
I am sure I can speak for each mission- 
ary. Good letters from the saints bring 
smiles to our faces. Well, I will let you 
rest for a while. I will give a report of 
another trip soon and don’t forget the 
mission work, boys. With tears I close 
this letter as I think of the ones that 
said, “Hurry back and come to stay long- 
er next time.” I said, “I will,” and I aim 
to do that thing.

Knowing we are in God's 
will gives us confidence although the way 
is difficult and many obstacles bar the 
way. But praise God, He knows it all anu 
as He made a way and protected us on 
our journey of 1380 miles here over snow 
and ice at a time of the year when the 
roads are usually blocked with snow, He 
is also able to make a way in this city 
for the Church of God. A journey in the 
sunny South in December may be a pleas- 
ure, but in Canada it is different and 
only for God would we undertake such a 
trip and He truly proved Himself. 


This is a new and rich field for the 
Church of God once we get established 
here. But in this time of depression with 
no funds we have to go slow as the way 
opens up. We have one place_ twelve 
miles in the country where we go once 
a week. When the weather will permit 
on market days on the market square we 
have open air meetings. With a little t.- 
nancial help we could open a mission 
which we need to do soon. 


We came here on faith and God has 
wonderfully supplied our needs. God has 
called us to this special work of opening 
up new fields. Our first work was in tie 
state of Maine, Portland and Buxton ana 
then on Prince Edward Island. Each one 
of us has our place to fill and as Goa 
has called us to this particular work we 
need the prayers of all the saints as 
there are many trials of our faith ana 
many times food and clothing are not 
sufficient in this cold climate. Many 
times one meal for the day has to sur 
fice. There are five of us, my wife, daugn- 
ter, son and mother-in-law. My son las 
worked when he could and last year he 
practically supported the work and only 
received eight dollars a week. Being in 
a foreign country in this time of depres- 
sion we have to be cautious so as not to 
be departed. So many times we have to 
take our need to the throne of grace. 

It is miraculous the way God has sup- 
plied our need. To go into new places, 
pay rent, buy chairs or lumber for 
benches, a stove and fuel without iny 
backing is not like stepping into a well 
furnished church with a congregation to 
stand the expenses and pay in their titn- 
es. Well we are here by the grace of Goa 


and by His grace we are determined io 
obey Him whatever it may be, for He ts 
coming soon and I don’t want to be left 
out when He makes up His jewels, prafse 
His name! O, brother! obey God and be 
ready whether it is to go or give of your 
means. Obedience is required of you. —

HERE remaineth therefore a rest (a 

keeping of the sabbath) to the peo- 
ple of God,” Heb. 4:9. The context says: 
“For we which have believed do enter in- 
to rest — —,” verse 3. Note that the bene- 
ficiaries of this rest, both present and 
that remaining future rest, are those who 
have believed to become the people of 
God. Recognizing the fact that there is 
at this very time, a rest in God, how 
great is this rest that we have “entered 
into” in comparison to that that remains? 
We who have believed with perfect obe- 
dience, to receive the fullness of experi- 
mental salvation can testify that we have 
found this rest to be sweet and refresh- 
ing to our tired souls. But at the same 
time, there is borne to our conscious- 
ness a precious assurance that this pres- 
ent rest is but a tiny crumb of that sub- 
lime blessed, glorious and all-sufficient 
rest that remains as our inheritance, to 
be revealed in that great day when Christ 
shall send forth His angels to gather the 
precious fruit of the earth. 


These present tumultuous days, full of 
trials and conflicts, serve to augment 
the otherwise urgent need of this rest 
for weary mortals. Despite the marvel- 
ous accomplishments of the people of our 
modern civilization in pursuit of knowl- 
edge and invention, and the extraordi- 
nary contributions to the material wel- 
fare of the vast population of the earth, 
making possible many luxuries and 
conveniences undreamed of by men of 
other ages, it is apparent to all that all 
this has miserably failed to elevate the 
morals of the race of Adam. Consequenr- 
ly, we observe the people of the earth In 
the throes of a gigantic struggle to over- 
come poverty, panic, physical conflict, 
and utter confusion generally, which has 
come as a natural result of their own fol- 
ly, for the people of this age have com- 
mitted two evils. They have borrowed 
from the principles of the doctrine of Je- 
sus Christ, a standard, upon which ts 
based the principles of modern civiliza- 
tion. Yet, we observe the multitudes of 
men utterly unmindful of those * same 
principles of teaching, dominated by the 
destructive forces of passion, greed and 
their avaricious natures reaching ut 
covetous hands to take away from the in- 
nocent, helpless, God-fearing, their re- 
maining privileges and rights. Unscru- 
pulous souls, never content with heaped 
up treasures of earth’s corrupt gold anu 
silver, they are constantly devising other 
plans to increase the present tremendous 
holdings which are theirs today. And thts 
influence, predominant in the hearts of 
our political leaders and rich men in 
power, is responsible for the distressful 
conditions existing among the nations 
right now. 

Are the world’s people troubled? Yes, 
and greater troubles are just ahead. Poii- 
tical, social and ecnomical unrest grips 


the heart of the world, holding the nez- 
tions under blackness and the shadow 0: 
a tempest that will shortly hit the whole 
world with the full blast of its fury. Tne 
judgments of God are in the land, yea, 
on the earth. And truly we believe we can 
say: “The great day of His wrath is come 
(or near); and who. shall be able to 
stand?” I pray that God will help us to 
realize more forcefully that these dread- 
ful times, and those exceeding terrible 
days to be encountered quickly, are put 
the climax of this age of iniquity, and 
the ushering in of a better day for tne 
faithful children of God in the glorious 
millennial reign of Christ, followed by 
the perfect revelation of the mysteries of 
God in the new heaven and new earth. 
Amen. 


What is God’s final answer to the per- 
plexing questions in the minds of mod- 
ern men, that so vitally concerns the 
physical and social welfare of all earth’s 
many millions of humans? The questions 
so frequently asked today, are: “What 
are we to do? What is the world coming 
to”? And while the earth is filled with 
violence and unrest, and the misdirectea 
labors of man are spent in vain, God’s 
reply to these perplexing questions, aad 
the solution to all the difficult problems, 
which was written in expectation of the 
present dilemma, emphatically says: 
“There is a rest for the people of God, 
and there remaineth a great millennial 
day.” 

Jesus said: “Come unto me all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden and I will 
give ye rest * * * learn of me * * * and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls.” Matt. 
11:28, 29. Here Christ imparts or prom- 
ises a rest to those who obey His voice. 
His promise is contingent upon those 
three small words, “learn of me.” Whe2re- 
fore the author of Hebrews has caution- 
ed us to fear, lest we forfeit the bene- 
fits of this rest through our indifference 
to the teachings and instructions of tne 
great benefactor, Jesus Christ. Heb. 4:1. 

When Jesus cried to the tired and 
weary multitudes, “Come unto me,” it 
was an open invitation to explore God 
through the Spirit. He (as God the Son) 
most certainly was able to give them rest 
through pardon of sins. However, we cou 
clude, after a close scrutiny of the Word 
and subsequent events, that the _ rest 
which He was to impart to the soul 
would not entirely and locally become a 
part of their lives until the conclusion 
of the plan, when God was to adorn Hts 
faithful children with a more _ perfect 
gift of righteousness. Wherefore, the plan 
of God was finished on Calvary, and the 
way opened to the believer to come bold- 
ly to the throne, seeking pardon and de- 
liverance from the bondage of sin and 
corruption, receiving both because of 
the merits of the blood of the new cove 
nant, Therefore, the plan of God becomes 
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effective in the absolute preparation of 
the believer to become a fitting and 
proper recipient of the “treasure of 
heaven” (the Holy Spirit of God). And 
when He comes He brings rest, comfort 
and refreshing, and is also a witness to 
our sanctification. Isa.e28:11, 12; John 
14:16, 17; Heb. 10:14, 15. 

It will appear from the above, that ir 
Christ our Lord had given rest in full 
measure to those who continued to follow 
Him before His death, resurrection, as- 
cension and the miraculous demonstra- 
t'on and visitation of the Holy Ghost on 
the day of the feast of Pentecost, He 
would not have been so mindful to enjoin 
these followers to return to Jerusalem 
and “tarry” until the enduement of pow- 
er. It would indicate, as we observe the 
effocts on the lives of those obedient 
ones who did, without questioning, as in- 
structed, the presence of the Holy Ghost 
alone was sufficient to inculcate this 
present rest which the Christ had proin- 
ised, for we see the career of the obedi- 
ent disciples ripen into one of usefulness, 
power and purpose for God. Under the 
inspiration, and intimate personal con- 
tact with the mighty Paraclete of God, 
they became capable witnesses for Jesus, 
enabled to mightily demonstrate to the 
world that in God there is great rest, 
proving by the language of the prophets 
that this is that which God had prom- 
ised, when the inauguration of the new 
covenant and spiritual Zion should sup- 
plant the old imperfect structure of tne 
Mosaic Tabernacle. 

Then we venture the opinion that the 
new covenant, in its relationship to the 
believer, has not a complete accomplish- 
ment of God’s purpose until those termcd 
“the purchased possession” are possessed 
and sealed by the Spirit of Him for 
whom the price of purchase was paid. 
And as this rest will be part of our In- 
heritance, only provided after accepting 
the Savior’s invitation, we go on to 
“learn of Him.” We should be doupty 
careful to confine ourselves to obedience, 
and carrying out the terms and  provi- 
sions of the will of God, in tarrying for 
the enduement of power. 

After the first principles of salvation, 
plus a diligent faith in the New Testa- 
ment blood of Christ, then we may come 
into this great communion with Goa 
through the eternal Spirit. It is figura- 
tively, “a spark from the eternal flame or 
heaven,” or the infancy of that wonder- 
ful rest which we inherit throughout all 
ages, world without end, as an _ over- 
comer with the Lamb of God, and as a 
component part of the triumphant 
Church of God. Paul describes it, as the 
“earnest of our inheritance” or the 
“bond for title” to our heavenly posses- 
sions. 

Let us discuss the “blessed rest” from 
the viewpoint that the promise fulfilled 
climaxes the great plan of God in bring- 
ing in a new covenant with His people. 
Every covenant recorded in the Word be- 
tween God and man, along with the usual 
benefits, was accompanied with a physl- 
cal sign. In order, we have: The cove-

JESUS AND THE SABBATH 
Lesson 5 — January 29 

Time: Spring of A. D. 28. 

Place: Capernaum and vicinity. 

Golden Text: “The sabbath was made 
for man, and not man for the sabbath: 
therefore the Son of Man is Lord also of 
the sabbath.” Mark 2:27, 28. 

Leading thought: Deeds of mercy and 
deeds of necessity may be performed on 
any day. 








LESSON TEXT 

Mark 2:23-3:6. “And it came to pass, 
that he went through the corn fields on 
the sabbath day; and his disciples pe 
gan, as they went, to pluck the ears cf 
co.,{n.” Perhaps about May as it was the 
second Sabbath after the first. See Luxe 
6:1. The disciples’ hunger affords an ex- 
ample to test the truth of the spirit of 
the Sabbath, by supplying man’s needs 
on that day. Bede held that it was an en- 
sample of deep spiritual truth, that the 
disciples plucking the ears of corn and 
rubbing them until they get rid of tne 
husks obtain the food itself; says that 
they do this who meditate upon the Holy 
Scriptures, and digest them, until they 
find in them the kernel of delight. St. 
Augustine, “Those who merely please 
themselves with the flowers of the Holy 
Scriptures, but do not rub out the grain 
by meditation, do not obtain the real 
nourishment of virtue.” The corn men- 
tioned here—each grain had its own pri- 
vate shuck around it. 

V. 24. Deut. 23:25 would permit the 
disciples plucking the corn, but the Phar- 
isees complained that they were not keep- 
ing the Sabbath. 

V. 25. The incident is taken from 1 
Sam. 21:1-7, when David fleeing from 
Saul fled unto Ahimelech the high priest, 
and secured five loaves of the “shew- 
bread.” Shewbread, meaning literally, 
the bread of the face, that is, of the dl- 
vine presence; thus symbolizing the Di- 
vine Being, which is Christ, the Bread 
of Life. The taw was incorporated to 
safeguard man and to supply his needs, 
not to debar him from caring for emer- 
gencies, 

V. 26. The positive law, disallowing 
the laity to eat the shewbread, yields to 
the law of nature’s need. The shewbread 
consisted of twelve loaves, which were a 
type of the twelve tribes of Israel. 

V. 27. “The sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the sabbath.” The 
Sabbath afforded a day of rest for tie 
refreshment and rest of man’s body, worn 
and fatigued by six days’ labor. It like 
wise afforded a day of worship, in which 
man might refresh his spiritual life. It 
was an emergency made for man, and Je 
sus and His disciples here do not violate 
its principle. If the Sabbath became in 
jurious to man, a new course could be 
taken. 

V. 28. The sabbath was not only made 
for man, but Jesus was Lord of it. As 
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such He may suspect it to serve His ox 
even the needs of His people. Sabbath 
simply means rest. It not only affordea 
a day of rest for man’s physical neea, 
but it further pointed toward the coming 
rest of salvation. 

Mark 3:6. “And he entered again into 
the synagogue, and there was a man there 
which had a withered hand.” Perhaps tne 
next Sabbath day. 

V. 2. “They watched him.” It is cer- 
tain that no possible scrutiny among 
the scribes was omitted. Some of this op 
servation may have been sincere and 
other for the purpose of betrayal. It ts 
said that the man having the withered 
hand “was a mason,” who petitioned Je 
sus in the following manner: “I was a 
mason, seeking my living by manual la 
bor. I beseech thee to restore me to tne 
use of my hand, that I may not be com 
peiled to beg my bread.” Being the Sab. 
bath day, the same criticism is possibie 
and present. The Lord had already per 
mitted His disciples to pluck the ears or 
corn and rub them; this was, however, 
His own act now in attempt, one of dr 
vine power. Possibly scribes had been 
sent from Jerusalem to “watch Him” 
that “they might accuse Him.” 

Vv. 3. “And he saith unto the man 
which had the withered hand, Stand 
forth.” The act of healing is now under 
way. 

Vv. 4. But Jesus’ knowing their 
thoughts, asked, “Is it lawful to do 
good on the sabbath days, or to do evil? 
to save life, or to kill?” But they held 
their peace. The law of charity demand- 
ed that one able to heal him should dc 
so. It was unlawful to do evil on the Sab 
bath day. It had the promotion of good 
in view by its sacred obligations. But 
there is no law against charity manifest: 
ing itself on any day. It is never lawful 
to do wrong, therefore, it is always law 
ful to do good. 

V. 5 expreSses the tenderness of oui 
Lord’s compassion, as opposed by the 
“hardness of heart” within others, there 
fore, He was both angered and grieved, 
that their hardness of heart and unbelicf 
led them to attack the purpose and mir. 
acle of divine mercy. 

V.6. Regardless of how hard it would 
have been to convict Him for crime, they 
sought “how they might destroy Him.” 
Their purpose was stubborn, malicious 
and criminal. The Pharisees and the He- 
rodians were in opposition to each other 
religiously, however, both agree together 
against our Lord purposely to destroy 
Him. Jesus was naturally in opposition 
unto the formality of the Pharisees and 
equally so was He opposed unto the spir- 
it of worldliness and secularism of the 
Herodians.

Does the happiness of our lives depend 
on plenty? “And he said unto them, Take

(Luke 12:15). But the trouble is not so 
much with what we need as what we 
want. Many who have much are Called 
happy. Money will not obtain you every- 
thing. Money will not buy you the favor 
of God; it will not buy you the real fa- 
vor of earth, honor, peace of conscience; 
it will not soften your pillow in the dy- 
ing hour; it will not buy you the respect 
of your children or give you a happy 
home. 

Covetousness and stinginess are the 
curse of the Church of God today. The 


cause is languishing because thousands 
are robbing God of tithes and offerings. 
Hear the words of God as He thunders 
at Israel; words which are as truly ap- 
plicable to the Church of today as they 
were then, “Will a man rob God? Yet ye 
say, Wherein have we robbed thee? in 
tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed with 
a curse; for ye have robbed me, even this 
whole nation.” And then listen to that 
great promise He gave them for render- 
ing to Him that which was due Him: 
“Bring ye all the tithes into the store 
house, that there may be meat in mine 
house, and prove me now herewith, saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I will not open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour you out 
a blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it,” Mal. 3:8-10. Yes 
friends, we are robbing God, robbing 
Him of tithes and offerings. I believe in 
tithing first, last, and all the time. If 
God asked Israel under the dispensation 
of DUTY to give onetenth, then how 
much more of a PRIVILEGE for us to 
give that much under the dispensation 
of OBEDIENCE AND JOYFUL, WILL- 
ING PRIVILEGE?

nant of Noah, with the sign of the rain- 
bow; Abraham’s, “circumcision;” the 
Sinai, or covenant of Moses, “the Sab- 
bath;” David’s, “a son.” Very well, we 
do no violence to the scripture to look 
for an accompanying physical sign to 
the institution of this covenant (which 
of course begins in the house of David, 
but is completed in the fulfillment of the 
promised Holy Ghost), bestowed upon 
ihe spiritual children of Chrisi’s king- 
dom, at the dedication of the Church on 
the day of Pentecost. What do we now 
discover? Tongues! or the languages of 
the Spirit. We cannot separate the 
mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
fire (promised Luke 3:16 and fulfilled 
Acts 2:4) from the new covenant. The 
coming of the Spirit of Truth is the com- 
pletion, dedication, and He is the super- 
viser of the works and effects of the 
“everlasting covenant” created by the 
death of the Spotless Lamb of God. Ana 
in the office work of overseer, He in 
sists on the believer’s strict adherance 
to the terms of the new “will of God” 
(sanctification) by writing those essen- 
tial laws in their hearts and placinz 
them in their minds. This new covenaur 
of enf“ire deliverance, rest, and refresh- 
ing through the personage of the Holy 
Ghost, is the heart and soul of the Churen 
of God (the New Testament Ecclesia) 
founded upon the faith of the disciples, 
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formed and set in order by the Christ, 
dedicated upon the arrival of the Hoty 
Ghost at Pentecost. Therefore, the Hory 
Spirit becomes the presiding officer of 
the spiritual body of the Church, or the 
overseer of the living organism; divinery 
commissioned to carry the gospel by the 
power and unction of the Spirit. In a 
broad sense, the Church (resurrected 
from among the dead by the power cf 
the quickening Spirit) is to stand as a 
substitute for the resurrected Christ, to 
reconcile the world to God, inviting them 
to receive the free gift, and share the 
rich benefits of this glorious rest in the 
wonderful baptism of the Holy Ghost. in 
reality, the benefits of this new covenanr 
belong entirely to the Church (the boay 
of our Lord), in which body all true he- 
lievers are made one in Him—Jew, Gen- 
tile, bond or free. 

And as a token of this unification and 
oneness, we have the supernatural mant- 
festation of speaking in tongues, as tne 
Spirit gives utterance. In other words, 
through the language of the Spirit, we 
all speak the same thing, for it is tne 
Spirit that speaks. The language is the 
voice of the Spirit of God, testifying to 
our conscious spirits that we are adopt- 
ed into the family of Heaven, and witn 
the Spirit’s testimony our spirit is mae 
to commune with God. Here we have a 
remarkable transaction. The Spirit of 
God speaking, our spirit the conscious 
witness, our body of clay the medium, 
spirit, soul and body conquered by the 
supernatural power of God’s might. In 
this manner the natural laws and habits 
governing our person are defeated thru 
the power and purpose of God’s own 
personage, the Holy Ghost. By dominat- 
ing the fountain and source of our per 
son, and coming into the natural sphere 
or realm in which we live, God is able 
to bring us into a spiritual atmosphere 

: which our will is subdued to harmon 
ize with the perfect will of God. Here 
our pursuit of holiness begins to bear 
fruit, In this state we are placed back, 
up, and beyond the confusion of Babes, 
and through the power of the Spirit of 
God we are made to again speak a uni- 
versal language, which is the language 
of the Spirit—an unknown tongue to the 
world, but an expression of spiritual 
significance understood by God. 

The Word clearly teaches oneness thro 
the Spirit for all peoples and tribes. Very 
well, 1 Cor. 12:13 may be interpreted to 
bring us all back to that unity that ex- 
isted before the confusion of languages 
at the Tower of Babel. Of course, we 
must construe this in a spiritual sense. 
At the time of the infusion of the Holy 
Ghost all are made to speak as the Spirit 
gives utterance. The Spirit is one, there- 
fore, the tongue is one, or we might say, 
even though the utterance may be dif- 
ferent, it is a universal language for the 
SPIRIT OF GOD SPEAKS AND THE 
SPIRIT OF MAN WITNESSES to a lIan- 
guage addressed to God the Father, who 
understands it as the testimony of pos- 
session and seal of acceptance. This Is 
true “Pentecost” and this language of the 
Spirit is entirely separate and different 
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from the “divers kinds of tongues” in 
1 Cor. 12:10. This “other tongues” “c- 
companing the Holy Ghost baptism is “as 
the Spirit gives utterance,” Acts 2:4, ana 
serves as a seal and audible testimony of 
our full adoption into the family of God. 

Those who have obediently observed 
the last message of the Savior to tarry 
for this marvelous yet nominal exper!- 
ence of the early Christians, can testify 
that it is REAL; and tongues, as_ the 
Spirit gives utterance in the mighty bap- 
tism of fire, is the audible assurance of 
the refreshing and blessed soul rest prom- 
ised to those who go on to “learn of tne 
Christ of God.” “Unknown tongues” Is 
essentially the same as the consideration 
binding and concluding a legal contrac: 
In other words, it is the sign of our 
seal and stamp of approval, by the Goa- 
head bodily. 

Personally, I am delighted to add my 
testimony to the number of latter day 
witnesses of this glorious outpouring of 
heavenly rain, and fire. Fifteen years 
ago, on a Thanksgiving night, I was 
made a happy recipient of God’s Hory 
Ghost. I was in a trance for approxt- 
mately an hour, completely submerged 
in the GLORY OF GOD. The Spirit hada 
absolute control of my vocal organs, and 
the unknown tongues were there. But ts 
this day I am keenly aware of the fact 
that the language was the language of 
the Spirit. It is burned into my memory 
so vividly that I could not possibly for- 
get the slightest detail. Here is the true 
rest and comfort that the world of toil- 
ing sinners need. Let’s carry them tne 
message this year. Amen.
